Gentlemen : 


It has recently come to my attention that the 
notes to which Mr. Friedman made reference in his affidavit 
sworn to December, 1975 might not be the actual copy of the 
witness sheets of which the Assistant United States Attorney 
Mr. Batchelder made mention in his responsive memorandum 
filed in the District Court, but rather a second copy which 
was made available to Special Agent Patrick Bradley for his 
use in preparing for trial. 


A copy of these notes which the Government expects 
to include in an appendix to its Brief on Appeal is enclosed 
for your inspection. In supplying these notes to you at this 
time, the Government in no way concedes the assertion that 
these notes represented 3500 material of the witness Bradley. 


From conversations with Mr. Batchelder and Agent 
Bradley, I have determined that the typed portions of the

enclosed notes were prepared by Mr. Batchelder after he 
reviewed the official reports of Agent Bradley all of which 
were turned over as 3500 material, but before he interviewed 
Agenc Bradley in preparation for trial. Mr. Batchelder then 
used these notes as an aide-memoire in interviewing Agent 
Bradley to whom he gave a copy at the conclusion of the 
interview. Mr. Batchelder did not subsequently review Agent 
Bradley's copy of the notes, nor did he again interview 
Bradley before he testified.

Caracappa met with Walter SINTSCHA to arrange the purchase of 
Exhibit #3. On July 25, 1975, Det. Caracappa purchased Exhibit #3, 124.3 grams 
(gross weight) of cocaine from Walter SINTSCHA, @FERNANDO, GAL and @CARLOS at 
Queens, N.Y. for $5,000 OAF. 


DETAILS: 


1. At approximately 2:15 PM on July 24, 1975, surveillance was initiated in the 
vicinity of 84th Street and Columbus Avenue, New York, N.Y. At this time, Sgt. 
Romandetta observed Det. Caracappa enter 66 West 84th Street, New York, N.Y. (SINTSCHA's 
residence). At approximately 2:45 PM, S/A Bradley observed Det. Caraceappa and 

SINTSCHA entering Det. Caracappa's OGV. Group 6 personnel followed the OGV to the 
corner of 72nd Street and Columbus Avenue where Det. Caracappa parked the OGV and 
exited the OGV with SINTSCHA. They entered 112 West 72nd Street where they remained 
until approximately 3:30 PM.

SINTSCHA 
further etated he had a quarter ounce (meangng cocaine) in his apart~ 
ment and Det. Caracappa could have it right away. 


4. Det. Caracappa then told SINTSCHA that he weuld wait till 7:30 PM 
for the two ouncea but would buy the quarter ounce either way. Det. 
Caraceppa then left SINTSCHA in front of hia building ané placed 


a phone all to the NYDETF bese and informed Greup € unite of the 
etatue .. the case. 
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5. Det. Caracappa then rejoined SINTSCHA in front of 321 East 
22nd Street and both went up to SINTSCHA's apartment. While in 
the apartment, Det. Caracappa was introduced to @CARMEN (Ruben 
LOPEZ‘'s girlfriend). After a few minutes, @CARMEN left the upper 
level of the apartment and walked down to the lower level. 


6. At approximately 7:20 PM, SINTSCHA left the upper level of th~ 
apartment and also proceeded to walk down the stairs to the lower 
level where Det. Caracappe heard him speaking to Ruben LOPEZ. 
After a few minutes, SINTSCHA returned and handed Det. Caracappa 

a small clear plastic bag containing white powder and stated, ~ 
“Here's the quarter". Det. Caracappa then inapected the white 
powder and asked SINTSCHA what the price was. SINTSCHA replied 

" 550" . 


7. SINTSCHA then informed Det. Caracappa that he was heaving trouble 
getting the two ounces but if Det. Caracappa purchased the quarter 
ounce now, he (SINTSCHA), covld use the meney to get the two ounces 
Det. Caracappa agreed and SINTSCHA then esked Bet. Caracappa for 

the quarter ounce back. 


8. Det. Caracappa then told SINTSCHA that ag uauai his money was 

in his car and that they could make the exchange there. SINTSCHA 

agreed and both SINTSCHA and Det. Caracappa left the apartment ard 
proceeded to the OGY. 


9. After arriving at the OGV, Det. Caracappa opened the passenger 
door and SINTSCHA entered and sat down. Det. Caracappa then went 
to the trunk ef the OGV. At this time, SINTSCHA was placed under 
arrest by S/A Patrick Bradley who advised hin of hia Conatitutional 
righte as per DEA-13A, witnessed by Det. Caracappa. Exhibit #6 waa 
seized from SINTSCHA by S/A Bradley. Dit. Cavacappe aaked SINTSCHA 
for the keys to hia apartment and SINTSCHA gave them to btm. Cuatody 
of SINTSCHA was then turned ever to Det. Nieves and Inv. Curtia for 
further search and detention. Det. Nievea at this time acised 
Exhibit #8 from SINTSCHA, aa witnessed by Imy. Curtia. Det. tieves 
again advised SINTSCHA of his Conatitutional rights aa per DERA-134. 


10. SINTSCHA wae transported to the NYDETF office for preceseing. 
While SINTSCHA was being proceased, a black hound telephone hook and 
a diary was removed from hia pereon and placed in evidencs sarked 
respecitvely, Exhibits L and M by Det. Caracappe. SINTSCHA was then 
transported to the Federal Detention Facilities, St. Andrewa Plaza, 
New York, N.Y. for overnight lodging. 
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11. On September 11, 1975, SINTSCHA appeared before U.S. Magistrate 
Raby at Southern District of New York. Bail was set at $15,000 
and SINTSCHA was remanded after failure to pest bail. 


12. On September 12, 1975, Det. Nieves contacted S/A Bertel, 1688, 
to inform him of the arrest of SINTSCHA, whe is helieved te be «a 
citizen of Belgiun. 


CUSTODY OF EVIDENCE: 


1. Exhibit #6, consists of a white powder contained in a small 
clear plastic bag seized by S/A Bradley frem defendant SINTSCHA's 
l-ft pants pocket at the time of his arreat. Exhibit #6 was sealed 
and weighed (30.4 grams, gross) by S/A Bradley as witnessed by Det. 
Caracappa and placed in the NYDETF vault on September 10, 1975 for 
safekeeping. On September 12, 1975, Exhibit #6 was removed by P.O. 
Crapanzano and delivered to the DEA Northeast Regional Laboratory 
at 555 West 57th Street, New York, N.Y. for analysis. 


2. Exhibit #8, consists of a metal spoon, a small piecn of playing 
card and a plastic bag containing a white powder; all further con- 
tained in a bank type pay envelope. Exhibit #6 was weighed (33.3 
grams, gross), sesled and placed in the NYDETF evidenee vault by 

Det. Nieves aa witnessed by Inv. Curtis. On September 12, 1975, 
Exhibit #8 was removed by P.O. Crapanzano and delivered te the DEA 
Northeast Regional Laboratory at 555 West S7th Street, HNew.Zerk, #.Y. 
for analycia. 


3. Exhibit L, one bsack bound telephone book taken frem SINTSCHA 
by Det. Caracappa and placeoin an evidence envelope on September 10 
1975 until it could be delivered to the Nen-Drug Cuatedian at 
Region II, 555 West 57th Street, New York, B.Y. 

4. Exhibit M, one diary taken from SINTSCHA by Det. Caraceppa on 
September 10, 1975 and placed in an eviderce envelope until it could 


be delivered to the Non-Drug Cueatodian at Region II, $45 Geat 57th 
Street, New York, N.Y.
